Circulation  of  books  for  the  year  was  as  follows:  1,837  juvenile 
fiction,  332  juvenile  non-fiction,  665  adult  fiction,  and  370  adult  non- 
fiction,  making  a  total  of  3,204.

National  Library  Week  was  observed  this  year  by  holding  a  film 
program  at  the  town  hall.  At  this  time  the  winners  of  the  school  con- 
tests were  announced  and  presented  with  their  prizes  of  money.  The 
money  for  these  prizes  and  other  expenses  of  the  program  was  raised 
at  a  summer  food  sale  put  on  by  the  Library  Trustees.  They  also 
served  refreshments  at  this  program  and  for  the  Open  House  at  the 
Library  that  week. 

A  story  hour  was  again  held  this  summer,  in  charge  of  the  Girl 
Scouts. 

The  new  gas  furnace  has  been  installed  and  is  working  out  very 
well.  The  new  storm  windows  are  also  helping  to  keep  the  building 
comfortable. 

Library  hours  remain  the  same,  from  2  —  4  Wednesday  after- 
noon and  7  —  9  Saturday  evening.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

In  the  year  1966  we  had,  one  car  fire  (Dr.  Rock)  one  tractor 
fire  (Barber)  three  grass  and  brush  fires  (W.  Mazza,  S.  Barraclough, 
Barry)  one  grass  and  shed  fire  (J.  Harling)  four  chimney  fires  (Den- 
nis, W.  Hadley,  Salisbury  and  Davidson)    one  false  alarm   (Scott). 

During  the  year  your  Fire  Department  received  three  calls  for 
Mutual  Aid  Assistance.  We  called  for  Mutual  Aid  Assistance  once 
but  sent  them  back  when  we  found  we  did  not  need  them. 

It  is  our  policy  to  call  Mutual  Aid  Assistance  on  any  barn  fire 
where  other  buildings  connected  or  nearby  may  be  endangered.  Also 
on  house  fires  where  there  is  not  sufficient  water  supply.  This  is  why 
it  is  important  when  reporting  a  fire  to  state  whether  it  is  a  barn, 
house,  chimney,  vehicle,  brush  or  grass  fire. 

The  radio  monitoring  system  purchased  by  the  Town  last  year  is 
working  very  well.  Because  of  this  system  there  are  more  men  going 
to  the  fires  on  the  equipment  instead  of  taking  their  own  cars.  This 
is  to  cut  down  on  traffic  congestion  at  the  fire  area  and  also  helps  to 
make  much  faster  hookups  when  the  men  arrive  with  the  equipment. 
With  an  additional  10  units,  all  active  firemen  will  be  notified  of  a  fire 
simultaneously  without  need  of  telephone  calls.  There  is  an  article  in 
the  warrant  to  cover  this. 

During  the  summer  months  we  had  several  drills  with  Walter 
Young,  State  Fire  Training  Officer  giving  the  instruction.  He  is  paid 
by  the  State  Board  of  Educaton  and  we  find  it  well  worthwhile  to 
take  advantage  of  this  program.

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DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  REPORT 

Fire  records  are  made  by  people  —  those  who  cause  fires  and 
those  who  control  them.  Your  forest  fire  warden,  deputy  wardens, 
fire  chief  and  firemen  have,  in  spite  of  a  prolonged  drought,  made 
one  of  the  best  fire  control  records  in  recent  years.  Despite  a  very 
dry  spring,  we  in  New  Hampshire  working  together,  have  substan- 
tially reduced  our  fire  incidence  (885  in  1965  to  595  in  1966). 

This  enviable  record  is  largely  due  to  two  factors: 

1.  A  closely  coordinated  and  integrated  state- town  organization 
jointly  carrying  out  programs  of  forest  fire  prevention,  train- 
ing and  suppression  with  dedicated  personnel. 

2.  Your  appreciation  of  our  forest  fire  control  program  and 
your  individual  effort  in  practicing  fire  prevention. 

Statistics  show,  however,  there  is  room  for  improvement.  Major 
problems  are  still  with  us:  (1)  the  careless  disposal  of  cigarettes;  (2) 
the  householder's  carelessness  in  burning  rubbish;  (3)  the  failure  of 
woodlot  owners  and  contractors  to  completely  extinguish  their  brush 
burning  fires;  (4)  failure  to  extinguish  camp  fires;  (5)  unsupervised 
children  playing  with  matches. 

New  Hampshire  has  4,339,000  acres  of  woodland  to  be  protected. 
In  1966  we  experienced  595  forest  fires  on  this  area  and  restricted 
acreage  burned  to  395  acres  - —  a  fine  testimonial  to  the  efficiency  and 
dedication  of  the  men  who  make  up  our  forest  fire  control  organiza- 
tion. 

1.  If  you  must  burn  you  will  need  a  permit.  Permits  are  not 
issued  between  9:00  A.  M.  and  5:00  P.  M.  except  on  rainy 
days.  Permits  are  not  needed  when  the  ground  is  covered 
with  snow.  To  minimize  risk  the  best  way  to  dispose  of  rub- 
bish is  at  your  authorized  town  or  municipal  dumping  area. 

2.  Be  sure  all  discarded  smoking  material  is  out. 

3.  Don't  leave  a  live  camp  or  cooking  fire. 

4.  Most  important  —  instruct  your  children  that  matches  are 
not  play  things.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Temple,  I  respectfully  sub- 
mit my  ninth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Staff  and  Instruction 

Very  fortunately  only  one  change  in  staff  was  necessary  at  the 
Temple  School  this  year.  Mr.  Eugene  Wirkala  of  Fitchburg,  Massa- 
chusetts, was  hired  as  principal  and  teacher  of  grades  6,  7  and  8,  re- 
placing Miss  Helen  Stone.  Mr.  Wirkkala  has  had  elementary 
teaching  experience  in  Nashua  and  Gardner,  Mass.  and  has  a  Mas- 
ter's Degree  in  Education  from  Fitchburg  State  College. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  a  Noon  Lunch  opera- 
tor to  handle  the  program  this  year,  but  finally  Mrs.  Alice  Barry  of 
New  Ipswich  was  hired  to  run  the  program  and  Mrs.  Gerda  Tyler, 
Chairman  of  the  School  Board,  agreed  to  handle  the  books.  The 
Lunch  Program  experienced  some  difficulty  in  making  ends  meet 
financially  because  of  limited  surplus  foods,  but  it  is  hoped  that  we 
will  end  in  the  black  at  the  end  of  the  year,  as  we  have  in  the  past. 

In  this  year's  budget  funds  were  provided  for  the  hiring  of  a 
school  custodian  to  replace  the  student  custodial  program  that  had 
been  the  pattern  in  the  school  for  a  number  of  years.  It  was  only 
recently  that  Mr.  Forrest  Rudolph  of  Temple  agreed  to  perform  these 
important  services.  It  is  going  to  take  a  little  time  to  switch  over 
from  a  student  custodial  organization  to  a  single  person  custodial 
operation,  but  close  coordination  between  the  school  principal  and 
the  custodian  are  satisfactorily  resolving  the  problems  as  they  develop. 
It  is  hoped  that  as  a  result  of  this  change  in  plan,  the  school  will  pre- 
sent a  more  healthful  and  sanitary  condition  than  has  existed  in  the 
past. 

Now  that  schools  are  in  satisfactory  operation,  time  has  dimmed 
the  anguish  that  this  superintendent  and  many  other  superintendents 
in  the  state  experienced  in  finding  teachers  for  the  current  school 
year.  This  year  the  teacher  shortage  was  even  more  severe  than  in 
any  year  in  the  past,  and  it  can  be  expected  that  the  situation  is  going 
to  become  more  of  a  problem  with  each  coming  year.  This  is  not  a 
situation  which  is  peculiar  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  but  is  a 
nation-wide  problem. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  the  unusual  teacher  shortage:  first, 
increased  elementary  and  secondary  enrollments;  second,  new  educa- 
tional programs  stimulated  by  Federal  financial  assistance  and  local 
interest  that  have  drawn  off  a  number  of  teachers;  third,  migration  of 
teachers  to  higher  salaried  positions  in  industry  and  also  to  other  near- 
by states:  and  fourth,  the  inability  of  our  state  educational  training 
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institutions  to  accept  all  those  who  are  interested  in  going  into  teach- 
ing because  of  a  lack  of  sufficient  facilities.  These  situations  are  not 
going  to  be  immediately  resolved. 

Temple  was  quite  fortunate  in  having  a  full  complement  of 
teachers,  as  were  all  other  towns  in  the  supervisory  union,  since  a  re- 
port issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  indicated  that  as  of 
August  30,  1966,  just  prior  to  the  opening  of  school,  there  were  still 
158  classrooms  that  had  no  teachers.  96  of  these  vacancies  were  in 
the  elementary  school,  44  in  the  secondary'  school  and  18  in  special 
classes. 

The  simplest  way  to  soke  this  problem  is  to  use  every  means 
available  to  the  local  district  to  encourage  the  present  staff  to  stay  in 
their  positions  and  continue  as  teachers  in  the  Temple  School.  One 
of  the  best  ways  of  doing  this  is  to  try  to  insure  that  there  will  not  be  a 
teacher  migration  into  other  communities,  by  providing  salaries 
which  meet  the  competition  in  the  area.  Within  the  budget  presented 
to  the  district  this  year  fair  salary  increases  are  being  requested  to 
meet  this  need. 

At  just  about  die  middle  of  the  year,  unfortunately,  Mrs.  Nancy 
Steele  (the  first  grade  teacher  for  the  past  several  years)  found  that 
for  personal  reasons  she  could  not  continue  in  her  position  and  sub- 
mitted her  resignation.  As  of  this  date,  a  substitute,  Mrs.  Barbara 
Gregoire  of  Wilton,  has  been  hired  to  work  with  the  first  and  second 
grade  children.  It  is  not  determined  yet  whether  she  will  continue 
through  the  month  of  January  or  through  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Building  and  Grounds 

The  Temple  School  building  is  not  in  bad  condition.  Each  year 
a  small  amount  of  painting  and  maintenance  is  performed  so  that 
the  general  condition  of  the  building  remains  satisfactory. 

The  school  grounds  are  very  limited  in  size.  This  situation  has 
existed  for  many  years  and  is  one  which  we  have  gotten  used  to,  but 
the  playing  area  is  really  not  suited  at  all  for  many  of  the  vigorous 
activities  that  youngsters  would  like  to  participate  in.  In  many  cases 
youngsters  go  across  the  road  to  play  on  private  areas,  but  these  are 
not  much  better  suited  for  certain  game  activities  than  the  school 
grounds.  Unfortunately,  it  is  hard  to  see  how  the  play  area  of  the 
school  could  be  improved  without  a  major  land  moving  project  which 
is  probably  out  of  the  question,  but  one  that  should  be  developed  if 
funds  ever  become  any  more  readily  available  than  they  are  at  this 
time. 
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Finances 

There  are  several  areas  in  the  budget  where  major  increases  are 
recommended  to  the  district.  These  increases  have  been  very  thought- 
fully discussed  and  felt  to  be  absolutely  necessary  for  the  proper  oper- 
ation of  the  school.  In  the  area  of  Teachers'  Salaries,  an  increase  of 
about  $2,000  is  recommended  and  is  most  necessary  if  the  present 
staff  can  be  hopefully  expected  to  return  for  another  year.  In  Item 
#610,  Custodian's  Salary,  an  increase  of  $300  is  shown.  The  amount 
budgeted  in  the  present  budget  was  merely  a  guess  as  to  what  might 
be  necessary  to  hire  custodial  services,  but  the  amount  budgeted  in  the 
proposed  budget  seems  to  be  a  more  realistic  figure,  in  view  of  the 
experience  which  the  Board  has  had  in  working  on  this  problem.  In 
the  #900  series,  an  increase  of  $100  in  district  monies  is  recommend- 
ed to  insure  supjx>rt  for  the  Noon  Lunch  Program  at  the  local  level, 
if  this  is  found  to  be  necessaiy.  In  #1477.1,  an  increase  of  about 
$2,000  is  shown  for  Tuitions  due  primarily  to  increased  costs  of  tu- 
ition at  the  schools  in  the  area.  Peterborough's  cost  per  pupil  is  $726. 
Appleton  Academy's  $595,  and  Wilton's  $600.  In  #1477.3,  an  in- 
crease of  about  $250  is  shown  for  Supervisory  Union  expenses.  Part 
of  this  is  for  a  more  appropriate  Superintendent's  Salary  and  part  of 
this  is  for  increased  salary  and  expenses  in  the  Supervisory  Union 
office.  These  increases  and  other  minor  increases  and  decreases  result 
in  a  Total  Appropriation  of  $56.242.,  an  increase  of  about  $5,000 
over  the  present  appropriation. 

On  the  Income  side  of  the  ledger,  no  balance  is  estimated  to  be 
on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Our  usual  source  of  a  balance  is 
in  Tuitions,  but  there  might  be  a  deficit  since  at  the  half  way  point, 
we  have  spent  about  $1,000  more  than  budgeted.  This  could  mean  a 
$2,000  deficit  for  the  year.  In  Foundation  Aid,  since  Temple  receives 
a  comparatively  small  amount,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  honestly 
estimate  what  amount  might  be  received.  This  is  because  of  the  fact 
that  two  factors  that  affect  Foundation  Aid  will  be  changed  in  the 
coming  year.  First,  the  equalized  valuation  of  the  town  will  change 
from  the  1964  figures  to  the  new  1966  figures,  and  second,  the 
amount  of  money  that  the  Legislature  will  raise  to  support  Founda- 
tion Aid  is  unknown  and  quite  unpredictable.  In  fairness  to  the 
community,  therefore,  it  seems  that  nothing  should  be  budgeted  in 
this  area,  especially  since  an  indication  has  been  received  from  the 
Selectmen  that  equalized  valuations  in  Temple  would  rise  markedly 
which  would  definitely  reduce  Foundation  Aid  to  the  community. 
Other  sources  of  income  remain  about  the  same  as  they  have  in  the 
past.  The  two  differences  already  noted  result  in  a  reduction  of  in- 
come  of   almost   $6,000.     This,   when   combined   with   the   increased 
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appropriation  of  $5,000,  results  in  a  Net  Assessment  increase  to  meet 
the  School  Board's  Budget  of  almost  $11,000.  It  is  agreed  that  this 
is  a  considerable  increase,  however,  most  of  the  increases  that  are 
found  within  the  budget  are  those  which  are  absolutely  necessary  and 
should  not,  in  anyway,  be  altered. 

Cooperative  School  Study 

By  the  time  action  is  taken  on  the  proposed  budget,  a  determin- 
ation will  have  been  made  as  to  the  organizational  structure  within 
which  the  town  of  Temple  will  be  operating  as  of  July  1968.  It  seems 
that  the  Con-Val  Co-op  will  come  into  being  in  some  form  and  thus, 
Temple  will  have  taken  one  additional  step  towards  a  better  educa- 
tional offering  for  its  children.  The  more  centralized  administrative 
organization  is  better  suited  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  children 
and  has  the  tax  base  to  easily  provide  the  necessary  funds.  The  most 
important  improvement  in  the  education  of  children  in  Temple  will 
be  provided  by  the  opportunity  for  departmentalized  education  for 
children  in  grades  seven  and  eight.  This  is  something  that  has  been 
talked  about  at  considerable  length  in  Temple,  but  it  now  seems  that 
this  might  very  well  become  a  reality  for  Temple  children.  A  further 
improvement  will  occur,  since  classes  in  the  Temple  School  will  con- 
sist of  but  two  grades  in  a  room  rather  than  the  three  grades  in  a 
room  situation  which  occurs  in  two  of  the  classrooms  at  the  present 
time. 

Temple  should  be  thankful  for  citizen  committee  members  who 
devoted  much  time  and  effort  to  this  landmark  reorganization  plan. 
Temple  will  be  a  better  town  in  which  to  live  because  of  their  efforts 
and  because  of  the  results  of  this  reorganization. 

Conclusion 

I  w  ant  to  compliment  the  teachers  of  the  Temple  School  for  the 
job  that  they  have  been  doing  this  year  in  providing  for  the  education 
of  Temple  children.  Their  efforts,  along  with  the  efforts  of  Mrs. 
Barry  and  Mr.  Rudolph,  have  helped  to  provide  a  school  program 
and  atmosphere  which  insures  a  good  education  for  Temple  children. 
The  local  school  board  has  been  most  understanding  of  school  prob- 
lems and  has  worked  hard  and  efficientlv  to  solve  them  as  they  de- 
veloped. The  board  very  fairly  has  tried  to  place  before  the  citizens 
of  the  town  all  possible  long  term  solutions  to  their  problem  and  they 
have  been  instrumental  in  the  development  of  meetings  to  enlighten 
the  citizens  of  the  community.  Certainly,  without  their  help  and 
assistance,  the  progress  of  the  school  would  have  been  severely  limited. 
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As  has  been  the  case  in  Temple  for  many  years,  the  community 
has  been  actively  interested  in  the  activities  of  the  school  and  support- 
ed and  encouraged  its  growth  and  development.  This  interest  and 
helpfulness  certainly  has  been  appreciated  by  me  and  has  made  work- 
ing with  Temple  folks  much  more  satisfying  and  rewarding.
